COMMITTEE MEETINGS 


The Chairmen of the Institute standing Committees are 
planning to hold Committee Meetings during the week in order to 
review the Committee reports before presentation and also to dis- 
cuss activities for the coming year. A representative of the 
Institute will be on duty at the Safety Congress Registration Desk 
in the Stevens Hotel, and will be prepared to tell Committee 
Members where tneir respective meetings will be held. All Committee 
Members attending the Congress are urged to ascertain the time and 
place of their meetings and be present. 


CHANGES IN BY-LAWS 


During the business meeting on Thursday evening three 
important changes in the By-Laws will be presented for considera- 
tion. They are briefly as follows: 


1. An amendment to eliminate the arbitrary 
requirement that each member prepare a 
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paper on a traffic engineering subject 
each year. 


2. An amendment increasing from 4 to 5 the 
number of votes required to elect or 
expel a member. 


5. A series of amendments dealing with the 
establishment of a fourth classification 
of membership similar to the junior grade 
of other engineering societies, to which 
men of limited experience in traffic 
engineering may become eligible. 


This last mentioned change has been purposed by the 
Membership Committee after careful consideration of the subject, 
and after an investigation which revealed that there are several 
men in traffic engineering work who hold responsible positions, 
and desire to join the Institute, but who are prohibited because 
they do not have sufficient experience to qualify for associate 
membership. 


NATIONAL CODE FOR SIGNS, SIGNALS, MARKINGS AND ISLANDS 


The Thursday morning session of the Annual Meeting will 
be devoted entirely to a discussion of the newly revised Code of 
Traffic Signs, Signals, Markings and Islands, being developed by 
the Joint Committee of the American Society of State Highwey 
Officials and the National Conference on Street and Highway Safety. 


Through the courtesy of Mr. James, Chairman of the Joint 
Committee, a mimeographed copy of the proposed code is being mailed 
to each member of the Institute. We suggest that you glance 
through it and give special attention to those subject headings in 
woich you are most interested or concerning which you do not agree. 
The section titles will enable you to do this rather rapidly des- 
pite the considerable length of the Code. A much more worthwhile 
session will be developed if only major points are discussed. If 
you have any supporting data, please be sure to bring it. 


SAFETY ZONE TEST 


Announcement was made last month of the series of safety 
zone impact tests which it was proposed to conduct at the time of 
the Annual Meeting. After a careful study of tnis subject it was 
decided that additional information was necessary before these 
tests could be conducted successfully. They accordingly will not 
be held this year, but Mr. Leslie J. Sorenson, Traffic Engineer of 


‘Chicago, will present an interesting paper on the subject in 


connection with tne annual dinner. 
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PROFESSIONAL SERVICES 


The Secretary has in his files the names and professional

TO SEE THE FAIR

To see the Fair in three or four visits, as many of the 
delegates will want to do, requires a well-planned program. The 
following procedure is recommended: 


1. Obtain a guide book or other description of 
the Fair, its buildings, layout, and exhibits, and 
decide in advance what you want to see. 


2. Lectured bus tours are not conducted in the 
evening because of the crowds, but transportation 
by large buses is available between different points 
on the ground at 10¢ per ride. One such ride between 
the 12th Street and the 39th Street entrances, and 
another from the 12th Street entrance onto the Island 
will give a good general view of the Fair. 


3. Spend the rest of the time on your limited 
number of visits seeing those things that you parti- 
cularly want to see. There are multitudes of free 
exhibits, provided by commercial exhibitors, that 
are very instructive. The payment of the general 
admission of 50¢ at the gates to the Fair grounds 
makes all of these available to you free.
